On BY GIVING UP ALL OUR 
choices and preferences, by accustom: 
ing ourselves to a standard of living based 
on bare—essentials, can we divert the 
maximum of our productive effort to total 
war. The foregbing is the gist of a challenge 
which Mr. Donald Gordon, chairman of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board, flung out 
during the course of an address to a joint 
service ‘club luncheon in Montreal yester- 
day, He emphasized his point by telling his 
audience that Canadians ‘were. as far re- 
“moved: from-anunderstanding of total wat 
as the Hun and the Jap were removed from 
all regard for. the fundamentals. of human- 
ity and common decency.

But what he 
has just said has been dinned into our ears 
for months. No variation of phrase’ will 
change its meaning or underscore its truth 
‘The people of Canada know that if they-are 
to fight a total war théy’ must live accord 
ingly; in other words, their reply to his 
demand for a basic readjustment of our 
method of living should be simple enough 
for all to understand—including the govern: 
ment at Ottawa: They say, or so we believe 
they are ready to say, “bring on-your-total 
war and.tel]l us definitely what we must do, 
how we must do it, and when we must do 
it.” And if,-as Mr. Gordon asserts, it 
time fora change in the attitude of the 
public. toward evaders of wartime regula 
tions “who deliberately disobey or condemn 
hose regulations to which they — object; 
faiting to see they are playing directly into 
the hands of the enemy,” let “him, as head 
of one of the most important departments 
of the nation’s wartime service, suggest to 
the goverriment a remedy that will qitickly 
and effectively smoke out the shirkers.

back on the Springboard again.” 

Welland good; byt judged by Its edi- 
torial policy up to that time, the Post 
evidently had hoped to convince the Amer- 
ican people that the conflict had little or no 
concern for them, that nothing should induce | 
them to have anything directly to do with 
it, and that it would be time enough for 
them to get excited about it in a national 
sense when the danger to their way of life 
became threateningly obvious. Back of it 
all, of course, was the utter editorial dislike 
of President Roosevelt, His liberalism and 
realism were anathema to the Post; he was 
nothing Jess than a warmonger, He had to 
be fought; never mind about mankind's 
enemy. for the time being. 

To be sure, a change came over the 

_ widely-read weekly’s attitude; but not even 
Mr, Fuller. would argue that the more real- 
istic policy which followed his announce-

motorists in Victoria who have already 
obtained their books of gasoline ration 
tickets will understand what we mean, 
They will have noted that Class *A™units 
entitle them -to® 80 gallons during the 
October-December quarter and just half 
that amount for the January-March period. 
.To be sure, the eight-unit provision, or 40 
gallons, may be sufficient for private cars 
in those parts of Canada where the weather 
precludes their use—where the seasons live 
up to the calendar’s specifications. But 
when we on the ‘Pacific Coast call December, 
January, February and March winter months 
we are merely employing a euphemism—a 
concession to our climatic conscience. Nor 
does Oil Controller Cottrelle show us any 
way round his unit regulation; no cashing 
a December coupon in January !s permitted 
under his order, Thus, so long as the coast 
region of British Columbia persists in put- 
ting its thumb of scorn to its nose or 
derision when it consults the almanack, his 
system will remain to libel our salubrious 
weather: with impunity. 

It may be that in some instances owners 
of cars Inthe Class’ “A” eategoryin Vie- 
toria. will. not use 40 gallons during our 
calendar winter. Others may require double 
that amount, not only for the irreducible 
employment of their cars in wartime, but 
also for the important convenience of taking 
them to and from work of national import- 
ance,.-And.not.even Oil Controller Cottrelle 
can readjust the elements in: this part of 
Canada to conform to the tigidity of his 
rationing system. .He could, however, and 
should, let a little elastic into its operation 
by way of transfer facilities. We do not ask 
him to take our word on the climatic implt- 
cation of his ordnance; meteorological sta- 
tisties available to him at Ottawa would 
help to convince him that automobiles are 
operated in Victoria and other parts of Brit- 
ish Columbia just as much in the January- 
March period as in the October-December 
quarter. One of these days, perhaps, a 
part of the nation’s educational system will

Our Refugee Problem 


RITAIN HAS JUST LIFTED THE CUR-} 
few on friendly aliens—those men and 
women who are known to be just as hostile 
to the totalitarian philosophy as is the 
bombed-out cockney. in the Mile End Road 
Some of them are even allowed to own and 
ride bicycles. Months ago; after much badger 
ing by press and_parliamentarians, hundreds 
of anti-Nazi internees were -released and 
their specialized services turned to good 
account In the nation’s war industries. Sci 
entists,.doctors,,.skilled-artisans, of course, 
were “conscripted” as soon as their bona 
fides had satisfied the authorities. 

At the present time more than a thousand 
refugees shipped out from. Britain after 
Dunkerque: are interned in Canada at two} 
camps in Quebec province, one at Sherbrooke 
and the other at Farnham, and, an investi- 
gator-reporter, quoted by the Winnipeg Free 
Press, classifies the majority of them. as 
fugitives from Nazi terrorism. His list in- 
cludes the following: An Austrian who 
escaped from a concentration camp after 
seeing his friend pushed by storm troopers 
into a cement-mixing machine; a Czecho- 
slovakian judge who refused to administer 
justice according to fiendish Nazi dictates; 
a group of anti-Nazis who risked their lives 
distributing Allied propaganda in munitions 
factories in Germany. Representing almost 
every country in Europe, the tist- includes 
Loutherans,—Presbyterians, Methodists, He 
brews..and Greek Orthodox. Recently 21 
Roman Catholic priésts~and—lay brothers 
were released to enter monasteries in Que- 
bec, By way of class variety, there are two |! 
German. barons and hundreds of skilled and 
unskilled laborers. . There are highly quali- 
fied doctors, professors, lawyers, engineers, | 
a dottor-of biochemistry, and a Master of} 
Eton College,, England. There are artists, 
musicians; a member of the Vienna Sym 
phony Orchestra, and a composer who wrote 
songs for Gracie Fields, 

Their present status demands that these 
refugees have Sponsors in order to secure! 
their releases. But surely it ought to be} 
possible for the Dominion authorities-to de-} 
vise a formula under which many of these 
friendless folk could be absorbed in some 
form of endeavor. An examination of the 
whole. _situation—in_ addition. to some pro- 
gress recently made in the use of refugee 
talente—would- appear to be overdue. To 
continue the system as it operates now is a 
poor advertisement for our much-vaunted 
humanitarianism.

\W/HEN EVER American fighter, 
bomber or troop transport planes 

wing north to Alaska and bases in the 
Aleutian Islands they can use the new 
airway which Canada in 1941 carved 
from the wilderness of northern Brit 
ish Columbia and the Yukon for this 
very purpose. In remote, uninhabited, 
mountainous bush country, a series of 
seven new airfields now make it pos 
sible for fighter planes to travel from 
the Canadian-lUnited. Stateg border_to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, in little more than 
five hours, By sea from Seattle to 
Alaska it is an eight-day trip 

It was in November, 1946, that—the 
United States-Canada Joint Defence 
Board recommended the construction 
of a chain of air bases linking Alaska 
with Vancouver and g&dmonton, The 
vast stretch of inaccessible coast-line 
between the United-Sjates and Alaska 
provides one of the greatest obstacles 
to an adequate defence of this conti- 
nent’s Pacific ramparts. That is why 
some system hadto be. provided to 
permit the swift transportation of men 
and supplies to any point on the long 
coastline should an emergency arise. 

The emergency came “sooner than 
expected—on Dec. 7, 1941. The air 
way which had been recommended 
only a year before was ready, in fact 
had already been by Canadian 
and American military and transport 
planes. : 

Within 24 hours a powerful striking 
force of men and aircraft can now be 
mustered from all over North America 
by way of this new. airway..ta,.meet 
any attempted invasion of Alaska’s 
rugged shores. If necessary, the air 
way can be used to speed the air forces 
of North America to strike at Japan 

The new airway shortens the dis- 
ance between Chicago anc Shanghai 
by more than 3,000 miles compared 
with the southern route across the Pa 
cific.- It makes possible the sending of 
aircraft to Russian bases for attack on 
Japan by providing an overland route 
only-2,900- miles from Nome, Alaska, 
to Vladivostok,-Siberia. 

It_means_that—planes-can—now.fly 
through Canada to American coastal 
bases on the-lower Alaskan coast. It 
means. that instead of having to brave 
heavy fogs while flying” over snow- 
capped coastal mountain ranges, planes 
will now be able to fly inland from the 
fog belt to northern defence bases. 


EXPLORED ‘COUNTRY 


RUaDING the airway 

seemingly instirmountable difficul- 
ties, for no railways nor highways 
travel the route of the highway, and 
the only people living in a large slice 
of the area are Indians, fur trappers 
and traders, and a few hardy prospec- 
tors.

When the order came to build an 
airway they had already done part of 
the job, knew what they were up 
against, and started to recruit men for

The plans called for two series of 
airports, the western to allow’ planes 
from: Vancouver to fly by way of 
Prince George and Smithers to United 
States bases in ‘southern Alaska... This 
did not present too great a difficulty 
because railways run to Prince George 
and Smithers was not too far inland 
from’ Prince Rupert, Pacific coast sea- 
port in British Columbia,.

From Watson Lake the route flown 
would be to Whitehorse, Yukon, and 
from there an airway_was in operation 
to Fairbanks. There is a railway from 
Skagway, Alaskan to 
Whitehorse, making the supply prob 
lem not too difficult there 

But take the vase-or Watson Lake, 
most difficult spot to reach on the new 
route for those who had to build the 
airway. Only a spot on the map, it 
was decided to blaze a winter tractor 
trai] into the airport site along which 
supplies could be brought also to Fort 
Nelson 

The men, however, did not estimate 
the difficulties of the bush exactly. 
The tractor train never reached Wat- 
son Lake-——but here’s-what happened. 


FIRST TRACTOR TRAIN 
TARTING OUT-from Dawson Creek, 
end of steel on the Alberta-British 
Columbia border, and just south of 
Fort St. John, the first-tractor train 
got under way on Feb. 9. First vehicle 
in the train was a bulldozer, a batter- 
ing ram consisting of a heavy tractor 
fitted with great steel blades capable 
of mowing down: trees and slicing off 
the tops of knolls by sheer brute force. 

Following this was a small tractor 
hauling several cabooses, wooden huts 
on sleighs containing a combination 
kitchen’ and dining-room, -staff quar- 
ters and two bunk houses for the crew 
of 28 men.’ Drawing up behind this 
section was another consisting of a 
blacksmith’s shop and five sleighloads 
of heavy freight hauled by a big cater- 
pillar tractor. 

Mile by mile the caravan bunted and 
battled its way through the bush, ac- 
tually cutting and smoothing its road 
ahead of it; —Just-like the pioneers of 
old, only with modern machinery. 
Sometimes the train moved“at the ex- 
press train speed of 10 miles in 24 
hours, but more often it managed only 
three or four miles a day. In the first 
week it had covered but 35 miles. 

Unexpettedly.the spring break-up 
came weeks ‘ahead of the usual time. 
When the tractor train had expected
